HE unfortunate Captain William Death, of the Ter- 
rible Privateer, which had Twenty-ſix Carriage Guns, 
and Two hundred Men, on the 23d of December 1756, 


engaged the Grand Alexander from St. Domingo, bound to 


Manta, a Ship of Four hundred Tons, Twenty-two Guns and 
One hundred Men, and after a ſmart Fight of two Hours 
and a half, in which Captain Dears's Brother, and Sixteen of 


his Men were killed, he took her and put Forty of his Crew 


on Board. On December 28, in convoying his Prize, which | 
was very valuable to England, the Vengeance Privateer of St. 


Maloes, Thirty-ſix Guns and Three hundred Men, bore down 
upon and retook the Prize. Then the Vengeance and the Prize | 


both attacked the Terrible, ſhe being between them, her Main- 
maſt was ſhot away the firſt Broadſide, and after the moſt de- 
ſperate and bloody Engagement ever known, for one Hour 
and a half, in which Monſieur Bourdas the French Cap- 
tain, his ſecond, and two thirds of his Crew, Captain 
Death, almoſt all his Officers, and the major Part of his 
Crew were all killed, to the Amount of near Four hundred on 
both Sides; the Terrible was taken and carried to Sr. Malbes in 
a ſhattered, frightful and bloody Condition, having no mare | 
than Twenty-fix of the Crew left alive on board, and Sixteen 
of them had loſt Legs or Arms , and the eber ten were moſtly 


wounded. 


Now let- me intreat you, my Countrymen, for the Honour 
of the Britiſh Nation, to contribute ſomething toward the Sup- 
port of the Widow of ſo brave and gallant an Engliſhman as 
Captain Death, who fought ſo courageouſly for his Ship and
